the Kansas weather forecaster and 
astronomer, inquiring

answers her thus interestingly: 
“ 
I have noticed for several years 
that Jupiter is a powerful reflector 
— far 
more 
so 
than 
any 
other 
planet. 
I think 
it 
was six years 
ago that the earth passed between 
Jupiter and 
the 
sun, during the 
winter season. 
W e had that sea­ 
son sixty days of exceedingly mild 
winter— thirty 
days 
before 
and 
thirty days after Jupiter’s opposi­ 
tion to the sun. 
“ 
I have 
watched the reflection 
of Jupiter ever since with the same 
result. 
This year Jupiter was in 
opposition to the sun on the 30th 
of June. 
W e are now under the 
reflection of Saturn at present, as 
well as that 
of Jupiter. 
Saturn 
was in opposition on the 5th inst. 
‘ Ht occurs to me that the reflec­ 
tion from Saturn lasts seventy-five 
days. 
If this is correct, the earth 
will leave the reflection of Saturn 
about the 
I 3 t h of A ugust. 
W e 
may then look for a much lower 
temperature, as the earth will not 
strike the reflection of any other 
planet before the middle o f N o­ 
vember. 
**Heat absorbs moisture and is 
productive of dry weather, while 
dry 
weacher increAsesthe "heAt 
from the rays of the sun. 
Thefe^ 
will be but very few electrical dis­

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MR. BEHRESS ON SOCIALISM. 
The D e m oc r at today prints an 
article on socialism 
from 
Mr. 
Behrens, reply ing to an editorial 
in Sunday ’s issue of this paper. 
Mr. Behrens compliments the 


D e m oc r a t for being 
fair and 
frank in publishing in full the 
platform it criticised, but 
he is 
hardly fair himself when he quotes 
this paper as say ing that “ the is­ 
sues which divide the two great 
political parties do not practically 
cut the slightest figure.” 
W hat 
the D e m oc r at did say was this: 
“ So far as our city affairs are con­ 
cerned the issues which divide the 
two great political parties do not 
practically cut the slightest figure. 
No may or or council can settle the 
tariff question, the currency or our 
foreign policy .” 
The meaning of the proposition 
is entirely different from that con­ 
vey ed in Mr. Behren’s partial quo­ 
tation, 
and every sensible man 
must admit that the original state­ 
ment is true. 
Mr. Behrens quibbles, 
too, as 
to the meaning of 
the 
words 
“ property ” and “ capital.” 
But 
as a great deal of wealth is in­ 
vested in the very form of prop­ 
erty which the socialists desire to 
hold in common, the original argu­ 
ment can safely be left to stand on 
its merits. 
The 
D e m oc r a t , 
and all real 
democrats, believe in “ home rule,” 
but home rule under reasonable 
constitutional restrictions. 
There 
are some things that even a major­ 
ity of the people may not do. 
They may not take a m an’s life 
without due process of law nor 
take his property even for public 
use without compensation. 
The experience of 
the 
ages 
taught the framers of our govern­ 
ment the wisdom of providing 
written constitutions, with lim ita­ 
tions and restrictions, and the rea­ 
sons therefor still exist. 
The D e m oc r a t beiieves\ in lib­ 
erty under law, and this applies to 
all citizens 
and 
municipalities. 
W ithout law all is chaos arid un­ 
certainty . 
As to the city indebedness, much 
of it has been created by the very 
process of reference to the people, 
which Mr. Behrens is such a stick­ 
ier for. 
By petition and popular 
vote we have asked for expendi­ 
tures with no very clever idea as to 
where the money to pay for them 
was coming from. 
His criticism of the school board, 
while not barred by the statute of 
limitation, is not pertinent, for the 
present board has done all that was 
possible to repair the mistakes of 
the past— mistakes that might have 
happened under 
socialistic 
rule 
as well as under any other, for 
there are careless men and dis­ 
honest men in ail parties and m 
all professions. 
The D e m o c r a t understands that 
the ultimate purpose of the socialist 
is that ail members of society shall 
receive 
equal 
compensation for 
their labor, and we believe that 
this is not only unjust to the more 
industrious, intelligent and expert, 
but would work a positive injury 
to society by removing from human 
calculation the greatest inducement 
to labor, thought and energy — 
the 


hope of success and improved con­ 
ditions. 
If all men for all time were con­ 
demned to a dead level of exist­ 
ence, the pride and the ambition 
that has made the Caucasian race 
what it is would die,and we would 
degenerate into a mere tribal ex­ 
istence. 
The 
D e m oc r at 
believes 
in 
“ equal rights for all and special 
privileges for none,” and that, 
having provided for this, every 
man should be protected in the 
enjoy ment ot what he earns. Such 
a policy opens the doors of the 
W hite House to the rail-splitter or 
the boy that drives a canal boat. 
But the D e m oc r at does not in­ 
tend to even attempt to discuss the 
principles of socialism. 
The pur­ 
pose of this paper was merely to 
point its readers to the danger of 
the present situation. 
W hat Sedalia 
needs— and by 
Sedalia we mean the mechanic and 
the laborer as well as the business 
man— is more capital invested in 
productive industries 
to 
afford 
profitable employ ment to workers, 
and for Sedalia to endorse socialism 
would be a notification to capital 
to stay away . 
It would accept such a notifica­ 
tion, too, and the honest, indus­ 
trious citizen who really wants 
employ ment would have plenty of 
time to discuss with Mr. Behrens 
the visionary theories born on a for­ 
eign soil amid unamerican sur­ 
roundings and nurtured by cen­ 
turies of oppression tiiat does not 
exist in this country , for he would 
find little else to do.

Widespread Dissatisfaction Reported 
in Indiana. 


It was freely discussed at Indian­ 
apolis last night 
that 
Indiana 
Knights of Py thias are about to 
secede from the ranks of the order, 
owing to the assessment levied to 
make up the deficit occasioned by 
the alleged misappropriation of the 
endowment rank funds by John 
A. Ilinsey . 
It is contended that memberF of 
the general order should not be 
assessed to relieve the depleted 
condition of the endowment rank 
treasury . 
General members, it is 
said, are in no wise benefited by 
the endowment rank, and in no 
sense 
responsible for its bank­ 
ruptcy . 
It is said that some lodges have 
already taken action in the matter, 
and that if the general asFef-sment 
is insisted upon it will be followed 
by even more widespread disinte­ 
gration. 
There is some talk of asking the 
endowment rank to be put in the 
hands of a receiver.

COOLER WEATHER. 


The Rev . Irl Hicks, o f St Lo uis, 
Predicts It. 


MAY BEGIN lOMORKOW. 


In Addition to This, May Have Earth­ 
quakes and Hig*h Winds In­ 
side of Few Days. 


Here is a little relief, on paper, 
at least. 
It is from Tuesday’s St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat : 
R ev. Irl R . Hicks said yester­ 
day, that he did not see much relief 
in sight from the present hot wave 
until July 25, 
when storms and 
hail may be looked for, followed 
by cooler weather. 
Both the Mer­

It is quite probable that 
severe summer

Dr. Hicks said that this was the 
first time he ever observed the op­ 
position of both Jupiter and Saturn 
in summer, and he is awaiting re­ 
sults with some anxiety. 
Condi­ 
tions were much similar previous 
to the Charleston earthquake, and 
he momentarily looks tor seismic 
disturbances. 
He 
had 
received 
word that there was some rumbling 
at Cairo, III. 
He added, however, 
that these shocks might perhaps be 
felt in foreign lands, and not here. 
“ A s long ago as ten years I gave 
foundation 
facts 
concerning the 
Jupiter period, ” said the prophet. 
“ W e believe 
that the 
abnormal 
condition of the atmosphere dur­ 
ing the Jupiter period precipitates 
rain into enormous cloudbursts and 
destructive downpours in some re­ 
gions, and by depriving the atmos­ 
phere of its aqueous evaporations, 
which should normally have been 
distributed over the land, generally 
results in floods in some sections, 
while 
consuming 
drought 
pre­ 
vails 
in others. 
Abnormal rains 
in 
some 
sections 
during 
a 
period 
of 
great 
general 
lack 
of 
moisture 
are 
considered 
characteristic of tiie Jupiter dis­ 
turbance. 
Mucli striking phenom­ 
ena in the form of halos and peri­ 
helia and circles about tiie sun and 
moon are witnessed during these 
Jovian periods. 
Grea*^ 
turbances and heavy st , mic shocks 
are also characteristic. 
Johnstown was destroyed at the 
crisis of the Jupiter period, and on 
April 16 we warned the mountain­ 
ous 
region 
of 
the 
Alleghenies 
fronting the Atlantic. 
The awful 
disaster in West Virginia, causing 
the loss of over one hundred lives 
and many millions in property, 
came on the very day set down in 
our forecasts.

The appointment of the court of 
inquiry is expected to be made by 
Secretary Long, though it would 
be in the power of the president to 
make the selections if he chose. 
This 
is 
hardly 
likely to occur, 
however. 
Admiral Schley’s letter asking 
for the appointment of the court 
will 
be addressed 
to 
Secretary 
Long, who is his immediate chief. 
To address the communication to 
the 
president, 
ignoring 
Sec­ 
retary 
Long, 
would 
not 
only 
be a breach of naval etiquette, but 
would be totally at variance with 
Schley’s 
careful 
observance 
of 
punctillious procedure. 
The court, 
therefore, will be named by Secre­ 
tary Long unless he shall refer the 
matter to the president. 
Mr. Long has already stated that 
if Admiral Schley requested a court 
of inquiry he would grant the re­ 
quest.
